To use a figure from art, we should say 


that Mr. Giles assumed as tlie back-ground 
of his picture the present leveling age, 
•uh.'rein we find that Pats opinion,—"indade, 
j'.h' one man is as good as another, and a 
aa'e more so,"—generally prevails, and by 
way of contrast, .in coloring, endeavored to 
b.ing out, not only as most-pleasant to look 
upon, but also as absolutely essential to 
complete and to make tolerable the land- 
scape of human society, vtfew grca& moi. 


He.remarked, in the first place, that we 


iii'cd men great in thought in an age. WiUi- 
oi;l them .the -common thought of tlie peo- 
ple is poor. ^hey give a .new .mental 
li e to the masses and raise up in thinkmy 
all below themselves. 


Second, we heed men great in Action*— 


This to a certain extent Implies greatness of 
thought also, 
Uut it means .more. The 


. thought is worth little .in «ny sense until it 


goes into a deed. Then it becomes reaL 


A man may think wisely, and Uilk bravely 


ii'ul sing heroically, but we musl see and 
fed his wisdom in liis -deeds,-his talk in his 
actions, and his song in heroic effort,

fore we are sure of their genuineness or can 
understand their wortlL 


Third, we need men great in Genius.— 


There is in genius something more than in 
t;ought. Mere thouylit or intellectual cf- 
fiv'.is too cold to fulfil our idea of yenius. 
G riiius is'the-inspiration of the mind.

Genius is not religion, but it is
